London.  Feb.  U (Friday)  (CP).— The  long- 
refuged  German  battleshipe  Schemhoret  aM 
Gneiaenau  slipped  out  of  Brest  with  the  cruiser 
Prim  Eugen  and  a large  surface  and  air  escort  on 
Thursday  and  were  engaged  by  combined  British  land, 
eea  and  air  forces  in  the  greatest  battle  off  the  Dover 
coast  since  France  fell. 

After  the  furfous  encounter,  to  which  even  the  shore 
battcrica  on  the  cliffs  of  Dover  added  their  thunder, 
the  German  ships  cecaped  behind  the  misty  atmosphere 
and  their  own  smoke  screens  end  were  last  sighted 
heading  for  ports  In  the  Heligoland  Bight. 

The  British  assault  was  launched  largely  from  the 
air.  Air  Ministry  officials  said  it  vrould  not  be  stated 
at  present  whether  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  squad- 
rons as  units  took  part  in  the  atuck.  They  added: 
f*It  can  be  taken  for  granted,  however,  that  Cana- 
dian personnel  played  an  important  part,  as  they  have 
done  in  practic^y  all  the  big  air  ba^cs.  But  beyond 
that  we  cannot  say  until  detailed  reports  are  received 
from  individual  squadrons.”
